Tallahassee, Nov. 9 (FNS) —R. 
L.'Dowling, Supervisor of 
Florida's Conservation Depart- 
ment, is making a strenuous effort 
to get before the people of Florids 
the importance of © Conservation 
and the magnitude and value of 
their salt water fishing ‘resources 
and seafood industry. 
Numerous surveys have _ been 
miade and others are under way, 
endeavoring to ascertain the true 
facts.of the value and importance 
of this previously neglected and 
almost forgotten resource. 

The value of conservation iš 
demonstrated by the recent survey 
trip made by Yulee Thompson and 
his party, which was given some 
publicity. "This survey of the 
coast-from Cedar Keys to Key 
West was made for the express 
purpose of bringing out what two 
years of enforcement work . and 
conservaiton methods have really 
accomplished. 

‘The survey cleaHy indicated 
that one real closed season on mul- 
let had really accomplished won- 
ders in- increasing the supply. 
Commercial fishermen all over the 
coast realize this fact and have 
commented freely about it to Mr. 
Thompson and his party. 


Umits and two closed ‘seasons on 
crawfish have augmented the sup- 
ply five hundred percent, repre- 
sentatives report. 

"Due to enforcement measures 
that limited the destructive prac- 
tice of stop-netting and dragging, 
sport fishing has been much im- 
proved. Guides admit -this im- 
provement and are looking for- 
ward to the best season in years. 
They are profuse in their praise 
of Dowling’s efforts in this con- 
nection. 

Dowling says to the sportsmen 
that he is not satisfied. He is 
proud of what has been done, but 
states that the surface has been 
just scratched. It is impossible to
